There is nodoubt that Bgypt is to many 
people an attractive country. We have all 
heard of the proverbial wish of those who 
have once drank the water of the Nile, to 
return again. That was, we think, intended 
Only to refer to the stranger who had left. the 
country, but at the present moment it is re 
ceiving a new application, as interfreted by 
the inhabitants of Cairo, who in a most un- 
mistakable way are expressing their wish to 
be again allowed to drink.of the water of their 
beloved river; they do not seem to be con 
vinoed éven where this is made an intertation- 
al question, and representatives of the most 


civilised nations in the world tell them that 
underground water is good enough for them. 


taract of the Nile, by Mr. Jobn Ball P.D, 
B. Se., F.G.8. (Price P.T. 20) and it should 
find many readers, for there are few subjects 
better worth treating of in Egypt than thia

The _au devotes a good part of the 
first two pages of his book tO proving that 
the name “Cataract” as applied-to Assouan, 
and consequéntly the title of his book, are 
tmisnomers, and where he tells as that the 
total fall of water surface is only about five 
metres, and that that is spread over a length 
of 9 kilometres, we think he has fairly well 
proved that it should not have been called 
acataract, but a rapid or rapids. We think 
that many a traveller well versed in the lore 
of Herodotus,Strabo, Pliny ete »Visiting Assouan 
fot the first time, must have found that it 
did not quite come up to his expeotations. 
Many an ancient historian, ia addition 
to being a keen observer had also a vivid 
imagination. On the other hand the author 
justly remarks that in ancient times the fall 
at Assouan was considerably greater than 
at present, and from what we have seen of the 
erosive effect of thé’ water on the rocks forming 
the apron below the new dam, we think he is 
quite right on this point. ‘ 

Within the area to which the book refers, 
which is well illastrated by the excellent maps 
and sections attached to it, the two objects of 
principal interest are the templés of Phile 
and the new dam. Many of our readers will 


. | still remember the impassioned discussion with 


referenge to Philee some 12 or 14 years ago, 
where the construction of the new dam was 
decided on, and what vials of Egyptulogical 
wrath were poured out onthe high officials of 
the Egyptian Government, who manfully 
though reluctantly did their duty by placing 
the dam where it now is. 

The author has exceptiofial opportunity of 
telling us something interesting about this, as 
| he was in charge of the very considerable work 
required for strengthening or under-pinning 
the foundations of the temples of Phile, which 
we believe be did in a very substantial way, 
and the Egyptian Government must: have 
spent a very large amount of money in effect- 
ing this useful purpose. The author says “the 
temples are now secure against subsidence, 
aud the oily effect of the annual flooding is 
to render them inaccessible except by boat 
for » few months of the year.” We imagine 
that this passage was written before it was 
decided to increase the height of the dam, 
and that, however, much the temples may be 
secure against subsidence, their superstruc- 
tares will now bethuch more -liable to be dam- 
aged by immersion, when the dam is raised 
to its fall height. 

For the last few years the question of the 
probability of a high or a low Nile has ceased 
to be of that absorbing and vital interest in 
this country which it formerly waa, bat to 
.those who can remember the disastrous effects 
of the Nile floods of 1874 and 1878, and who 
witnessed the brink of starvation to which 
hundreds of thousands of the people were 
brought by the low Nile of 1877, will never 
forget the boon conferred on this country, by 
the improved regulation of the Nile, of which 
the Assouan dam is one of the most promine.t 
features.
